CblcaRO, June 24. — The swift, sure 
current of public opinion for the spo- 
ond time In the history of republkan 
conventions Thursday resulted In the 
aelectlon of a national ticket without 
a dlasentlng rote. Theodora Roose- 
velt for president and Charles W. Fair- 
hanks for vire president received ev- 
ery, vote in the convention. 

Regardless of the fact that the nomi- 
nation of one had been assured for 
months and the other -for days, the 
announcement of the choice was ac- 
c)ini>anied by a resounding denuin- 
Htrallon which attested the candidates 
the universal popularity. The cheer- 
ing was led by figures known through 
the breadth of the land and echoed 
by a mighty throng of enthusiastic 
i/ien and radiant women assembled in 
the Coliseum to witness the crowning 
feature as well as the close of the na- 
tional conventi(Hi that marks the semi- 
centennial of the republican partjr in 
the United Stataa. 

Convention Called to Order. 

It waa 10:80 o'clock when Speaker 
Cannon called the convention to or- 
dw. Without preliminaries of an;- 
kind he announced the order of the 
day and Instructed the secretary to 
cull the roll for nominations for presi- 
dent. 

I By agraamant, Alabama, the first 
state on the roll, yielded to New York. 
That was the signal for the first out- 
ihurst of applause. In the midst of 
the cheering former Cov. Hlai k made 
his way to the platform. Speaker 
Cannon took him to the front and 
characteristically introduced him to 
the audience. 

Mr. Rlack entertained his audience 
by a discussion of i>arty principles. 
He compared repultlican standards 
with those of other parties. With bis 
keen tense of humor and the deep 
thought displayed in his address the 
orator faacinated always and frequent- 
ly, alcctrifled his listeners.

New Jersey asked unanimous consent 
that the roll be diapensed with and 
that the secretary of the convention be 
Instructed to cast the entire vote for 
Mr. Roosevelt The objection was gen- 
eral and every state accepted the op-

The New York Delegation Led in the 
Cheering That Follewed. 

He led up to the nomination gradu- 
ally by defining the type of man beet 
suited for the party color-bearer. A% 

h« named Theodore Roosevelt as the 
best example of that type the conven- 
' tlon rose. The New York delegation 
{led In the cheering which almost im- 
mediately spread to every part of the 
floor, to the galleries and to the 
crowds which filled the entrances and 
overflowed into the streets. 

While the demonstration was at Its 
height Chairman Cannon stepped to 
the front of the stage. He held In his 
hand the banner which was waved in 
1860 when Llnctdn waa nominated and 
which has been used In every conven- 
tion tince. The flag showt^d the wear 
and tear of many similar contests. 
"Uncle Joe" waved it vigorously and 
kept time with bla body. Soon the 
whole eoaventloB was swaying in ex 
act measure. 

Ttio delegates in their eagerness to 
exhibit approval of the man accepted 
every signal for renewed cheering. A 
little cotored boy from Georgia and 
later a pretty little girl, dressed in a 
dainty frock of white, were lifted to 
Ithe platform and they waved flag"! 
[With as much vigor as their more lusty, 
ipraceptor. 

0«wd Yelled Itself Hoarse. 

After the crowd had yelled iiself 
hoarse it permitted the band to par- 
ticipate in the demonstration. The 
aaader cboae patriotic mnalo and the 
familiar words were taken up by the 
oonveotlon and sung with earnestness. 
,Tbe band changed Into rag time and 
the convention found cheering was 
better timed to the moate. 

Senator Bevartdge waa recognised 
by the chair for the purpose of see- 
ondlng the nomination of Mr Roose- 
velt for president. He was followeJ 
by George A. Knight, of California; 
iSUliwell Edwards, of Oeorgla; Ex- 
Oov. Bradley, of Kentucky: Joseph B. 
Cott(»i, of Minnesota, and Harry &. 
Cummlngs, of Maryland. The latter is 
oa» ^ ^ QSlor«a 4tianLt«L 



Alabama again yielded its place at 
the head of. the llat when the roll call 
was started for nominations for vice 

president. The rank was this time 
given to Iowa and Senator Dolllver, 
taking the platform, named Senator 
Fairbanks. The speech waa an elo- 
quent endorsement of the candidate's 
qualifications and was received with 
tremendous applause. Secondlns: 
RI)eeches were made by Senator De- 
pew, Senator Foraker, Gov. Penny- 
packer, of Pennsylvania, and Thomas 
Carter, of Montana. All were applaud- 
ed to the echo and the great popular 
demonstration which greeted the 
unanimous nomination by the conven- 
tion was an ( nt hu.-iiast ic tribute to the 
Indiana statesman whose name was 
thus joined with Roosevelt. 

Wihen Illinois, Nebraska, Missouri 
and Georgia were called announce- 
ment was made that the candidates {'f 
favorite sons had been withdrawn. 
The entire vote therefore waa caat tor 
Senator Fairbanks. 

The Uaual Reaolutiens Adopted. 
Tile usual rtsoliitionH (if thanks tr 
officers of the convention and to com- 
mittees on arrangement were adopt 
ed and the great body waa adjourned 
Speaker Cannon' came in for one of 
the resolutions and he blushed like a 
schoolboy as the word bouquet was 
given him. He made 11 speeches dur- 
ing the day, each a few crisp, original 
sentencea introducing the 11 orators. 
Hla andlence never tired of watching 
nor hearing him. He waa aa sauce 
to the proceedings. His jerky walk 
to and from the peninsula of rostrum 
that projected into the audience amus- 
ed every one. He kept a tight hold on 
the right band o< each apeaktar with 
his right hand and swung the gavel in 
his left. The wide sweep of the heavy 
malk't rather terrifi- d members of the 
press, who were within range for some 
times their heaOa eacaped by sot more 
than an inch. 

While Speaker Cannon Bp<die bla 
whole body shook, bia left arm made 
full circles, both lege vibrated and 
even his toes could be seen workln*; 
up and down In his shoes. His con- 
trol of the convention waa complete. 



It Made a Reconnoisance in the Vlcln* 
ity of Port Arthur. 

Chicago, June 24. — A special from 
Che Foo says: Reconnaisance in 
force of till' apiiroaches to I'ort Arthur 
was made by a Japanese flotilla of 
three destroyers and four torpedo 
boats, which ran in from the east 
about noon and cruised along, the 
whole blutr, coming out past Laothie- 
shan promontory. As the flotilla 
steam'd along it was heavily ennagt d 
with the forts, but apparently suffer- 
ed no damage, although a signal mase 
of one of the torpedo boata waa knock- 
ed out of shape as if stmck by a abell. 
The operation waa backed at some dis- 
tance by two cruisers, one of which 
apjieared to be the Yakiinia. while an 
auxiliary cruiser, an old iSan Francisco 
liner, the Nippmi. or a sister ship, act- 
ed as sea scout in the rear. Shortly 
afterward heavy firing began on the 
land side, laatiat IntanBltently until 
1usk.

New York. June 24— Much of the 
testimony at the iuMuest Tbuis.lav 
into the General Slocum disaster went 
to show that the life preservers on 
the steamer were practicall> useless. 
At least half a dosen witnesaaa de- 
scribed how difficult these life preaerV'* 
ers were to get at, ami 1 ow they fell to 
pieces at critical times. Paul Lilbenow, 
a passenger of the General Slocum, who 
has lost six members of his family in 
the disaster, declared that when th-; 
wires by whch the preservers were se- 
cured in the raikeis would not give, 
he took hold of the preservers and 
they crumbled Ike so many soda crack- 
ers. 

Capl. \'an Schaick was hro'iiiht intT 
the court room on a stretcher. He ap- 
parently was suffering greatly, but ex- 
pressed a wllllngnees to undergo an 
examination by the coroner. He wi- 
ordered back to the hospital, howevei, 
and his examination postponed until 
next week. 

The hull of the wrecked Ctoneral Slo. 
cum was raised Thursday, and a great 
deal of water was pumped out of 
hold. A seari h was made for bodies, 
but none was recovered. At the next 
full tide the hull will be taken further 
inshore. Supervising Inspector Rodie, 
of the United States steamboat Inspec- 
tion bureiiu. pi( ked up a number of 
life preservers on the main deck of the 
General Slocum and tagg\'. them for 
use in the government investigation. 
These preservers were badly torn and 
more than half filled with powdered 
cork.
